DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Application filed on February 5, 2009 has been reviewed. 
Claims 53, 55 and 56 are allowed in this Office Action (re-number as 1 - 3). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jordan M. Becker on February 5, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claim: 

Please cancel claims 1 , 3 - 6, 8, 1 0 - 1 2, 33, 35 - 42, 50 - 52 and 54. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the prior art made of record, claims 53, 55 and 56 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art references Hasebe and Ji teach the same field of the invention, a 
system, method and means for optimizing data transferring in network. Specifically, 
Hasebe optimizes data transferring in network using routing tables according to logical 
distance (Hasebe, Figure 9) and Ji optimizes routing tables using bitmap and data 
structures to merge prefix entries (paragraph 0015). Whereas the claimed invention is 
claimed for a method comprising the feature "... repeatedly measuring a proximity 
between the agent and each of plurality clients ... storing the measured proximity ... 
detecting when the measured proximities are within a predetermined range of each 
other for at least two clients which has the same network prefix ... merging the entries in 
the first data structure, including ... generating a single bitmap mask to represent the 
entries being merged as a logic OR ... reporting ... to a request routing server" as shown 
in the independent claims 53, 55 and 56. The prior art of record neither renders obvious 
nor anticipates the combination of claimed elements in light of the specification.
